Connellsvllle, next to Plttsburg, Is to 


become tho most Important point on 
the combined lines of tho Western 
Maryland and Plttsburg ft Lake Krla 
railroad*. 
It will bo morn than the 


niero physical dividing point of the 
two systems for the plans of the rail- 
road companies call for the location 
of the big transfer terminal at this 
pulnt. The transfer terminal Is an Im- 
portant point on any railroad system. 
It means tho establishment of n largo 
freight house nnd tho employment of 
scores of freight handlers. It Is the 
point where le« carload shipments art- 
reloaded Into cars bound for various 
destinations, 


Connellsvllle may not bo n terminal 


In the fullest sense of tho word. That 
1», Ihls city may not bo tho point where 
passenger crows on through runs will 
lay over. Neither will It be the lay- 
over point for freight craws: for an- 
nouncement Is expected within n few 
days that the main yards of (he two 
railroads will ho located at Olckorson 
Htm. 
Tho prosperity of Dlckerson 


Run, 
however, will bo largely reflect- 


ed upon Connellsvllle. 


If Connellsvlle Is not these things, 


however. It will be tho transfer ler- 
mlnal. which means much. Those who 
have si-en the plans for tho terminal 
h»re say they provide for the location 
of one of tho largest freight depots In 
thli section. 
There Is considerable 


curiosity why tho Pltlsburg & Luke 
Krla secured so much 
land 
In tlio 


northern section of Iho West Side 
certainly too much for Iho local freight 
business It expected to develop, and 
not sufficient for general yards. 
The 


answer Is tho terminal transfer. Less 
car load shipments from tho Monongu 
heln rlvor division of tho Plttsburg & 
I.nko Krle and tho new Duckhannan 
A Northern railroad, which Is being 
built Into West Virginia, when billed 
for points east, wit. lie sent to Con 
nellsvlllu for transfer, Instead of Plus 
burg, as nt prevent. In other words 
this Is to bo the moat Important Icr 
initial for local (relghts, not excepting 
Cumberland. 


Vitut quantities of less carload lots 


are conslgnocl via the Plltsburg 
& 


Lake Krle. Scares of large glass In 
duxlrlcx nro tapped by this rnllroa 
nnd more will be reached by the Buck 
hannon & Northern. 
Much of thel 


shipments romo In Ic.Jt than rarloai 
lots. All of thc"e. when conslgm-d to 
eastern points, will bo transferred 
here. 
That means employment for 


scores of freight handlers. 
Through 


earn (o lt.<ltlmnre. New York nnd oth- 
er e.iit'-rn rliles will be mndo up here 
nnd the through freights originated 
from this-point. 


Tin-re Is one feature novor given 


much publicity which means much to 
tho Western Maryland railroad. That 
Is Iho outlet Into New York. The gen. 


oui problnni In arranging Its passenger 
runs. While Cumberland and 
Pitts- 


burn would be the natural terminals 
for runs of this nature, that leaven n 
short run from Plltshurg to Youngs- 
town. On tho Cleveland llyors, how- 
ever, the natural Inference, would bo 
a run from Cumberland to I'lttsliurK 
and Pltlsburg to Cleveland. It may 
be arranged that passcncor crews will 
get a short run from Cumberland 
to 


Connellsvllle, and from Connellsvlllo 
to Youiigstown. These are problems 
which may not be decided until tho 
rond Is In operation for a year or more. 


There Is considerable activity on 


the part of the Western Maryland and 
Itn allied Interests through Ohio and 
West Virginia., Tho Western Mary- 
land It making headway towards link- 
Ing tho r.tttlo Kannwlm Syndicate's 
lino through Ohio with the Wheeling 
& Ij»ke Erie and the Western Mary- 
land's line In West Virginia. This Is 
vlth a vlow to securing n direct route 
rom tho West Virginia coal Ilelds 
apped by the Western Maryland with 
ho Great Lake terminals. The ton- 
lagc derived through ths connection 
vlll be enormous and It Is expected 
o figure largely In the business of 
he Western Maryland.
